RESULT MEANS PASSING.

It Is a Fight to a Finish, and Odds 
Seem To Favor Gompers—Trou- 
ble Grows Out of Strike of 
the Amalgamated As- 
sociation. 


New Orleans, November 17.—Either The- 
odore Shaffer, president of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers, or Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, is 
destined to pass under a cloud. The 
eclipse may be temporary and the man 
who goes under may emerge at some 
other time, but an eclipse there will be 
for 2 or the other. It is a fight. to 
the finish and at present the odds favor 
Gompers. 

The trouble which so suddenly came 
to a point in the convention of the 
American Federation of Labor this morn- 
ing is the echo of the great strike against 
the United States Steel Corporation 
which was fought and lost last year by 
the Amalgamated association under the 
leadership of Shaffer. After his associa- 
tion had been defeated President Shaffer 
did not hesitate to utter charges of a 
serioug nature against President Gompers 
as well as against John Mitchell, presi- 
dent of.the United Mine Workers, and 
Frank Sargent, of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen. He asserted that the 
organization over which these men pre- 
sided had, while listening to the advice 
of: their leaders, refused to lend a help- 
ing hand to the Amalgamated association 
and had even fought against it in

Auckland. November F.—Wnen the 
British steamer Elingamite went ashore 
on the Three Kings islands off the north 
shore of this country an November 9 
there wére 180 persons on board. With 
some show of order these were all got 
safely off the vessel in four boats and 
two rafts. From the latest accounts 
received here it is believed that the boats 
have arrived safely at some port, but 
one of the rafts has not been heard 
fromm. 

The other raft picked up by the sur- 
vey steamer Penguin had at first on board 
fifteen. men and one woman. From the 
accounts of the survivors a story of 
terrible suffering has ‘been revealed. The 
raft drifted: 60 miles during the four 
days it was at sea. All this time its 
occupants were partly submerged. ‘Four 
men went mad from drinking salt water 
and jumped overboard. Three other men 
and the stewardess died from exhaustion 
before the Penguin arrived on the 
scene. 

All the food on the raft was two ap- 
ples, which were carefully divided and 
served out impartially. The first apple 
was consumed on the secand day after 
the wreck and when. the other apple 
had been divided next day the tortures 
of hunger and. thirst led the unfoftunate 
people to suck each othér’s blood for 
sustenance...

coast. Instruments will be placed aboard 
vessels and reports can be sent ashore 
to any of the various stations while the 
ghip is still 200 or 300 miles out. Mr. 

Kelly has recently visited several south- 
ern ports and will continue his tour up 
,the coast after a few days in Savannah. 
He has everywhere met with encourage- 
ment, he says. and a station will almost 
certainly be established. From New York 
“ne went direct to Galveston. Beginning 
‘in Galveston he is visiting all important 
coast points between there and Long 
Island. 

The plan is to establish a station out 
from each port, so that vessels may be 
reported while still miles from shore. By 
paving the stations all along the coast 
a vessel leaving New York can be kept 
in constant communication with its own- 
ers until some southern port is safely 
reached. Galveston, New Orleans, Mo- 
“hie and Pensacola have already been 
“yisited by Mr. Kelly, and all other im- 
‘portant points along the route will be 
“asked to establish a station. . 
At Pensacola the station is to be esta 
‘Yshed on Santa Rosa island, 9 miles out. 
prom this a vessel can be reported when 
‘within 250 miles of port. Efforts are to 
de made to get the ship owners to buy 
‘Marconi instruments for their vessels. 
‘The instruments cost about $1,500. A sta- 
ition will cost from $10,000 ta $25,000. If 
‘g sufficient number of the instruments 
‘ate sold the stations will be established. 
+ Mr. Kelly was today visiting those in- 
terested in the shipping business in Sa- 
vannah. He called upon the president 
of the cotton exchange and the president 
of the board of trade.

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WHICH STATE HAS SALOON? 


UNIQUE CASE IN THE COURTS OF 
MISSISSIPPI. 


Cook Claims His Saloon Is in Arkan- 
sas, While Officers Say It Is in 
Mississippi. 


Jackson, Miss., November 17.—(Special.) 
An appeal has been taken to the supreme 
court in a very peculiar case tried at 
the recent session of the circuit court in 
Coahoma county. Charles Cook was in- 
dicted and arraigned for selling Hquor 
without license, and as a defense he 
claimed that his saloon was located in 
the jurisdiction of Arkansas, and is there- 
fore not subject to the laws of Missjssip- 
pi. He exhibited Arkansas licenses for 
which over $800 had been paid, and maps 
were produced that the point of land on 
which the saloon is located, about 1 mile 
south of Friar Point, is on the Arkansas 
side.

SPIRITED THE PRISONER AWAY. 


|Sheriff at Anniston Afraid There 


Would Bea L g 
Anniston, Ala., November 17.— (Special.) 
Will Perry, colored, charged with the 
murder of King Farmer, white,. a year 


and a half ago, was captured by Sheriff | 


Woodruff Saturday night. Perry was 
located in the crowd at the street fair 
by Policeman Harmon, who started to 
arrest him. The negro drew a large 
knife and struck the officer in the throat, 
cutting a gash 2 inches long and missing 
a vital artery only an eighth of an inch. 

The crowd chased the negro, who broke 
open the doors of the court house and 
hid himself in the vault of the register 
in chancery, who had failed to lock the 
door. Three strong men were required 
to open the vault door, the negro having 
braced himself inside in such 4 manner 
as to keep the door shut while the search 
was being made, A crowd of 500 people 
surrounded the court house and assisted 
in the search of the premises. His hid- 
ing place was not discovered for two 
hours. The negro was locked up in the 
county jail. 

The crowd was very orderly, but after 
waiting an hour and a half the sheriff, 
suspecting danger, took the prisoner in a 
buggy and drove off in a northerly di- 
rection. A committee waited on the 
jailer at 4:30 o’clock Sunday morning 
and asked for the prisoner, but were 
told that he had been taken away and 
the men left. About twenty-five armed 
men came in from the old home of Farm- 
er and tie committee was from that 
crowd. It is not known where the sheriff 
took the prisoner. 

Perry, while in jail Sunday morning, 
admitted killing King Farmer, but de- 
nies putting the body on the railroad 
tracks. 

The murder of King Farmer was a das- 
tardly crime, as after shooting the white 
man down the dead body was placed on 
the railroad track and horribly mutilated 
by being run over by a train. Perry left 
the vicinity the night of the murder.

The Case of the Negro Laborer. 

We transfer to our columng today 
an editorial article from The Chicago 
Post on the subject of “Negro Rights 
North and South.” The fairness of 
the article in its appreciation of The 
Constitution’s views on the same sub- 
ject is noteworthy and is an evidence 
that there are honorable northern in- 
stances of presses that are willing to 
deal with negro problems reasonably 
and not hysterically, 

On only one essential point can we 
take issue with The Post. It believes 
that “it is industrial common sense 
rather than equity” which induces the 
southern people to give equal indus- 
trial rights to the negro laborers of 
this region, and intimates that we 
would be barren of laboring men of 
any kind if we discriminated against 
the negro. 

In reply we can say to the esteemed 
Post that seven or eight years ago, 
when industrial paralysis was upon 
the country, and the situation of work- 
ing men was particularly desperate 
nere in the sou.a, thousands of white 
mechanics were without work and 
were forced to pawn their tools of 
trade to get the scantiest necessaries 
of life. Yet in that season, so well 
timed to arouse any spirit of discrimi- 
nation between white and colored la- 
borers, no such spirit appeared. They 
continued to compete for the work 
that was accessible and they worked 
together then as peaceable and ac- 
ceptably as they do now in these pip- 
ing times of prosperity. 

The south has not been a closed 
field to the laboring men of the un 
icn. They have come to us from east, 
north and west by the thousands, are 
well and profitably occupied, and we 
have no doubt of our ability to keep 
our labor ranks filled, even if some 
miracle should translate from us with- 
in a month all the negro workingmen 
of this vast region. 

But the southern people know that 
the negro is entitled to the opportu- 
nities of his residence. If he wishes 
work he should have it and when he 
works well he should be well paid. 
The chief desire of the people of the 
south is to see the negro population 
industrious and thrifty. That is the 
object of the great work being done 
by Booker Washington and applaude I 
by every sensible man in the south. 

Therefore, we are safe in repeating 
that the negro mechanic finds his only 
open field in the south and he owes 1“ 
tc the equity of his southern white 
fellow-citizens far more than to the 
fact that he is an indispensable factor 
in our industrial conditions.

This appears to them 
pow as the happy solution and way of 
escape from tae embarrassments of a 
tariff campaign in 1904, 

But they cannot escape that way. 
Tus democracy will not fail to make 
the issue of congressional and execu- 
tive responsibility to relieve the oppres- 
sions put upon the people. The issue 
will be that of choice between a demo- 
cratic administration and a partisan 
tariff commission from which no sane 
man can hope for the kind and meas- 
ures of relief that the people now de- 
mand. The republicans may make a 
great campaign of boodle, bluster and 
bluff, but there are times when these 
are impotent against the honést in- 
dignation and patriotic desires of the 
people. We believe that, in spite of

The committee adopted an amendment 
by Mr. George, of Morgan, 2 a 
tax of $1,000 on each dispensary in every 
county of 20,000 or more inhabitants, 
while in every county of 15,000 inhabit- 
ants the tax is fixed at $6000 with an ad- 
ditional 850 for every 1,000 inhabitants 
over that number and up to 20,00.

It provides that they must first 
register with the ordinary in every such 
county where they propose tc send whis- 
ky or other liquors, and must pay à tax, 
not yet fixed, for each dry county into 
which they ship. The amendment will 
come up tor action by the committee 
today.

INCE the publication in The Sun- 
8 day Constitution of the recent sales 

of property on the west side and the 
handsome sums of money that owners 
have realized, the interest of the west 
siders in the developments in the depot 
situation has increased. 

A large number of options on property 
in tke vicinity of the site of che new 
depot are still in force and the indica- 
tions are that a number of sales will be 


‘recorded within the next few days. 


That the property is being purchased 
by & terminal company in which H. M. 
Atkinson and P. 8. Arkwright are in- 
terosted there is no doubt. The company, 
while it has not yet secured a charter, 
will, in all probability, be a purely local 
concern. It will control the éntrance 
and éxit to the city with the exception 
of the right of ways now owned by the 
Southern, Central, Georgia atid Western 
and Atlantic railways. 

It was thetght at first that the Bea: 
board Air Line was purchasing the prop- 
erty in order to secure a right of way 
into the new depot, but it has since been 
earned definitely that the Seaboard is 
in ho way connected with the recent piir- 
chases. 

The plans of the new terminal company 
are on an elaborate scale and will in- 


volve the expenditure of a million dollars, 


or more. The company will not only 
secure a-right of way to the new depot, 
but will arrarge terminal facilities for 
the roads that need such facilities as 
freight depots and ware houses. Al- 
ready large sums of money have been 
expended on property for the right of 
way, and it is believed that almost as 
much more will be spent before thé 
rloperty desited by the company has been 
secured. 

The deeds to the property have been 
made out in the name of Preston Ark- 
wright and there is no doubt that H. M. 
Atkiftson is one of the leading factors in 
the new concern. The property is being 
purchased by Will and. Cliffofd Ansley, 
although other agents have approached 


property owners. Neither Mr. Atkinson, 


Mr. Arkwright nof the Ansley brothets 
will discuss the matter. No statement 
can be secured of the exact actedge of 
the property bought of the extensiveness 
of the options now in force. 

Will Rent Right of Way. 

The Atlanta termina} compafiy will be 
oh the same order as other terminal 
compenies in other cities. It will control 
a right of way and terminal property 
and will rént to railroads the right to 
enter the city over ite tracks. It will also 
arrange freight depots and ware houses 
for the tse of railroads. 

For instance, if the Seaboard Air Line 
wishes to enter the city it cannot do 60 
without paying rental to some company, 
railroad or otherwise. The right of way 
of the local terminal company ends where 
the right of way of the Seaboard Air 
Line begins, The most natural and log- 
ical manner for the Seaboard Air Line 


to reach the new depot would be over

the tracks of the terminal company. The 
Louisville and Nashville is placed in the 
same position and will doubtless use the 
tracks of the terminal company. 

The terminal company not only ar- 
ranges for the wants and needs of the 
railroads now entering the city. but it 
paves the way for the entrance of any 
railroad that may in the future wish 
to reach the union passenger station. 
It is possible that in the course of a few 
years the Illinois Central will wish to 
enter Atlanta. With the city growing 
and spreading as it is at present it would 
be almost impossible for the road to se- 
cure a right of way into the city. The 
terminal company will relieve the sfitua- 
tion by giving the road trackage into the 
city and furnishing it with terminal fa- 
The same will be the case with 
any other road that at any time may 
wish to sectife a termina) in Atlanta. 

The company pas already expended 
about $600,000 on property for its right of 
way. The route to be used begins at 
Markham street amd extends out to the 
city limits in a northwesterly direction 
to where the Southern and Seaboard 
tracks meet. In the vicinity af the depot 
the company has bought t tract of 
land extending from Markham to Foun- 
dry streets, bounded on the east by N- 
Nott street and on the west by Haynes 
street. 


Boundaries of the Right. 
The minimum width of the right of way 
will be about 1,000 feet and at many 
places it will be much wider. The accom- 


panying map gives a clear idea of the 
purchases of the company. The dotted 
line running out Mangum street shows 
the eastern boundary of the right of 
Way and the dotted line running from 
Foundry street in a northwesterly direc- 
tion to Jett street is the western bound- 
ary of the right of way. 

This route is based on the general di- 
rection taken by the pufchase and op- 
tions, and while all the property between 
these points has not been bought, a 
great deal has and options have been ob- 
tained on much more. . 

As a result of the purchases that have 
been made during the past month, prop- 
erty in the vicinity of the depot site has 
advanced in price, and locations that 
were needed to make the terminal route 
a success were bought at prices that 
surprised the owners. The work of se- 
curing options was done quietly, and 
much property was obtained at prices 
smaller than would have prevailed had 
it been known that there was a strong 
demand for it. 

It has been suggested that the ter- 
minal company will run two tracks from 
the city limits into the new depot; that 
these tracks will be wide apart and a 
botilevard between them. Whether or not 
the plans of the company include this 
feature cannot be learned. It is certain 
that there will be considerable availiable 
space for manufacturing sites and loca- 
tions for warehouses and wholesale con- 
cerns near the tracks. These will doubt- 
less be rented or sold, 

It is not known when the company will 
announce its plans and apply for a char- 
ter, but that such a company has been 
formed and will follow thé general plan 
as outlined in the foregoing there seems 
to be not the slightest doubt. It means 
much for Atlanta, and particularly the 
west side, and there is considerable in- 
terest in the situation.

New Convict Bill Makes Its Appear- | 


ance—Committee Will Be Named 
To Investigate Soldiers’ 
Home—New Bills In- 
troduced.

The house caught up with all the busi- 
ness on its calendar yesterday, but taere 
was nothing done of unusual interest. 
Several new bills were introduced. a num- 
ber of local and unimportant bills were 
passed and the remainder of the session 
was devoted to reading bills a second 


time. 

Among the new bills there appeared one 
to provide for a new lease of the labor of 
state convicts; one measure to require the 
state board of pharmacy to hold two ses- 
sions a year and another to prohibit tae 
appointment on such board of a graduate 
of any school of pharmacy in the state; 
a bill to repeal the law providing for 
county teachers’ institutes; a bill-to pro- 
vide for the commitment of certain 
classes of children to the Georgia In- 
dustrial Home and otaer similar institu- 
tions: a bill to provide for the location 
of the lines of the Georgia troops in the 
fighting around Vicksburg, Miss., and 
several other measures of special in- 
terest. 

The bills to provide for a rosfer of 
Georgia soldiers and sailors, and for a 
board of tax assessorg to assess for tax- 
ation the property of all corporations now 
returned to thé comptroller general, were 
tabled in the absence of their autnors. 
The resolution providing for a commit- 
tee of five to investigate conditions at 
the Soldiers’ home was passed. 

Resolutions adopted by the Savannah 
board of trade, urging action by the gen- 
eral assembly toward placing a Georgia 
exhibit at the St. Louis exposition in 
1904, Were read in the nouse. The resolu- 
tions suggest the appointment of a com- 
mission to investigate the legality of 
making an appropriation for this purpose. 

The house passed the bill by Mr. Steed, 
of Taylor, providing for the better pro- 
tection of confederate veterans mention- 
ed in the act approved December 9, 1897. 
This bill provides that tne certificates 
issued to veterans by courts of ordinary 
permitting them to conduct certain busi- 
nesses without the payment of license 
shall be conclusive evidence of the right 
of such veterans to conduct such busi- 
nesses, nor can these certificates be at- 
tacked collaterally.” Tais measure, if it 
becomes a law. will prevent cities and 
towns from demanding the pavment 


license or taxes from those veterans to 


whom such certificates have been issued, 
New Convict Bill Appears. 

The new convict bill was introduced in 
the house yesterday by Mr. Steed, of 
Taylor, chairman of the penitentiary 
committee. Tals measure provides for an 
amendment to the act: of December 21, 
1897. creating the,prison commission, so as 
to authorize: the commission to lease the 
labor of the felony convicts of the state 
for another period of five years from 
April 1, 1904. 

Mr. Steed’s bill is practically the same 
as that introduced in the senate by Sena- 
tor Lee, of tae Forty-fourth. Practically 
the only difference is Senator Lee's meas- 
ure provides that only $86,000 arising from 
the hire of the convicts shall go to public 
schools. while Mr, Steed wants to give 
the schools $100,000 annually. Mr. Steed 
thinks taat amount can easily be given 
to schools and a sufficiently large amount 
be left to provide an ample “prison fund.” 
The prison fund, for which both bills 
provide, is to be kept in the treasury un- 
til the new contracts expire, when it is to 
be used in the purchase of land wita the 
object in view of providing other labo: 
for the convicts. These measures con- 
template doing away with the lease sys 
tem altogether after the expiration of the 
next five-year period and putting the con- 
victs on farms, on tae roads and at such 
other work as will be advantageous to 
the state and where they will come least 
in competition with free labor. . 

Senator Lee’s bill, which, as stated, dif- 
fers from Mr. Steed’s in only one par- 
ticular, has been published in full in Tho 
Constitution. The measure, it is said, 
meets wita much favor in both houses. 


Roster of Georgia Soldiers. 
After a warm debate the bill by Mr. 
Carswell, of Wilkinson, to provide for 
the preparation of a complete roster of 
Georgia soldiers and sailors who took 
part in the civil war was tabled in the 


absence of the author. 

The measure proposes to establish a 
commission of five, consisting of the gov- 
ernor, the adjutant general, the pension 
commissioner, General John B. Gordon 
and General Clement A. Evans, all of 
whom shall serve without compensation 
in preparing a roster of all the soldiers, 
sailors and marines from Georgia who 
took part in the war between the states 
from 1861 to 1865. The bill is designed to 
provide such a roster not alone for nis- 
torical purposes, but in order to aid the 
pension depaftment in determining who is 
entitled to go on the pension roll, this 
being the most important feature. The 
measure carries an appropriation of $5,000, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
to pay all expénses incurred in carrying 
out its provisions. 

There was some opposition to the meas- 
ure, led by Mr. Bower, of Decatur, Wao 
thought the -proposed appropriation for 
such purpose entirely unnécessary. Sev- 
éral amendments were offered. one by Mr. 
Knight, of Berrien, proposing to reduce 
the appropriation to $2,500. Messrs. Steed, 
of Taylor; Deal, of Bullock, and Franklin, 
of Washington, made strong speeches in 
favor of the passage of the bill, whica 
had the unanimous favorable recommen- 
dation of the committee on pensions. It 
was declared the bill would save some- 
thing lixe $30,000 a year in the removal 
from the pension rolls of the names of 
taose not entitled to be there. The dis-

MAKES A FAVORABLE REPORT 


Bill To Make It Unlawful To Carry 
Pistol Less Than 18 Inches 


Turf exchenges that sell pools on races 
run at a distance will be chased: out 
of the state if the legislature passes the 
bill by Mr. Gaulden, of Brooks, concern- 
ing which the general judiciary conmmnit- 
tee of the house made a favorable report 
yesterday afternoon. 

The measure makes it a misdemeanor 
for any one to operate pool rooms unless 
they are upon the grounds of some fair 
or chartered racing association in Geor- 
gia, The bil, in its original shape, ex- 
cepted fairs. and racing associations only 
for periods of fifteen consecutive days 
during the year, but this was amended 
so as to permit the selling of pools dur- 
ing races at fairs and those that might 
be operated by racing associations at 
any time during regular meetings. 

The original bill. also stipulated that 
any one found guilty of a vidlation of 
the provisions of the bil should be pun- 
ished as for a felony, unless the trial 
jury should recommend punishment as for 
a misdemeanor.

MacVeagh Praises Mitchell. 

Mr. MacVeagh, in the presence of the 
assemblage, expressed his admiration of 
the ability of the witness, and on one oc- 
gsion, when Mr. Mitchell parried a ques- 
tion regarding the boycotting of a coal 
and fron policeman by a hotel keeper, 
the distinguished attorney threw up his 
hands, taughed and said: 

“Mr. Mitchell, you are the best wit- 
ness for yourself that I ever confront- 
15 MacVeagh weighed heavily on what 
he said was a reign of terror in the 
anthracite region during the period of the 
strike.

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ON EVERY POINT 


Full Text of Samoan Decision 
Rendered By King Oscar, 


On Every Single Point the Royal Ar- 
bitrator Adopted Most Extreme 
German View in Opposi- 
tion to United States 
and Britain. 


Washington, November 17.—By previous 
arrangement between the principals, there 
Was today published simultaneously in 
Washington, London and Berlin the full 
text of the decision given by his majesty, 
King Oscar II, of Sweden, as arbitrator 
between the three countries named, of cer- 
tain clajms owing to military operations 
conducted in Samoa in the year 1899. 

The decision is long and abounds in 
whereases and conclusions, and in sub- 
Stance it has been announced here in 
previous dispatches from Stockholm. The 
preceding publication, however, did not 
convey to the officiais here a full reali- 
zation of the complete victory won by 
Germany in this arbitration, for it ap- 
pears that on every single point the arbi- 
trator adopted the most extreme German 
view in opposition to the United States 
and Great Britain. 

The arbitration grew out of claims by 
Germans or British subjects or American 
citizens for compensation on account of 
losses they alleged they had suffered in 
consequence of unwarranted military ac- 
tion on the part of Germew, British or 
American officers in Samoa between the 
ist of January, 1898, and the 13th of May 
following. The question really at issue 
was whether or not the British and 
United States government should be con- 
sidered responsible for the logses. 

Decision of King Oscar. 

The arbitrator recites that the U. S. 8. 
Philadelphia and the British ships Por- 
poise and Royalists, March 15, 1899, opened 
fire across the town of Apia, Samoa, di- 
recting the same against the forces of 
Hign Chief Mataafa; that the same ves- 
sels brought the newly appointed king 
of Samoa, Malietoa, and his forces to 
Mulinuu Point and supplied them arms 
and ammunition for the ensuing struggle 
against Mataafa. In answer to the Brit- 
ish and American claims that under the 
treaty of Berlin any one of the signatory 
powers was fully authorized to enforce 
the decision of the chief justice of Sa- 
moa, declaring Malietoa king, the arbi- 
trator says: J 

“We have found nothing in the said 
general act or any subsequent agree- 
ment which authorizes one of the signa- 
tory powers or a majority of- them to 
take action to enforce the conditions of 
the act or to make the decisions of the 
chief justice binding on the powers.” 

It is held that the British-American 
military action had the character of a 
serious control over the Samoan islands 
and the government thereof,“ which was 
prohibited by article 1 of the general 
act. The arbitrator insists that the Ber- 
lin conference aimed to establish a prin- 
ciple that in their dealings with Samoa 
the powers could proceed only by com- 
mon accord and that as the consular 
representatives of three powers by proc- 
lamation had recognized the provisional 
government of Mataafa, the powers 
were bound on principles of international 
good faith to maintain the situation until 
by common accord they decided to 
change it. The action of the British- 
American authorities tending to over- 
throw the provisional government there- 
by established, it is held, was contrary 
to the aforesaid obligation and cannot 
be justified either on the plea of the 
validity abinitio, the said provision of 
the government, nor its establishment 
under a species of force majeure.” 

British-American Complaint. 

Touching the British-American com- 
plaint against the German consul for his 
refusal to sustain the decision of the 
chief justice, the arbitrator holds that 
‘it cannot be contended to have been 
the duty of the German consul to take 
part in the issuance of said proclama- 
tion, and it has not been proved that 
with regard to said decision any steps 
were taken by him contrary to the gen- 
éral act, and therefore no responsibility 
attaches for the attitude taken by him 
in this respect.’’ 

The arbitrator meets the British-Amer- 
wan contention that their military action 
was warranted because necessary for the 
protection of lives and property which it 
was thelr duty to safeguard by the flat 
statement that we have found nothing 
in the evidence before us to show that the 
gencral condition of affairs was such as 
to render the military action necessary 
for the protection of hves and property,” 
and then goes on to show that Mataafa 
never intended to crosy the bay at that 
time and make an attack on the consu- 
lates and on account of the state of the 
tide could not possibly have done so at 
that time. 

Continuing, the decision recites that Ma- 
taafa had been completely defeated be- 
fore the arrival of the Philadelphia, but 
that the United States admiral and the 
British authorities brought back his war- 
riors and armed and provisioned them, 
giving them ammunition, which, under 
the treaty there, should have been issued 
only at the unanimous request of the 
three consuls. 

The decision concludes as follows:

Baton Rouge, La., November 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Vanderbilt defeated the Louisiana 
State university in a football game here 
today by nearly the same score by which 
it defeated Tulane on Saturday, winning 
by 27 to 5. 

Vanderbilt's score was made by five 


| touchdowns and two goals, Baton Rouge 


scoring a goal from the field. 
Louisiana was plainly outclassed from 

the first. Its team fought every inch of 

the ground, but the fight was absolutely 

in most instances. 

The Vanderbilt men started with the 


ball in their possession and quickly re- 
covered it whenever it went to Baton 
Rouge and plunged, crawled or fell 


through the Baton Rouge line for gains 
of from 5 to 10 vards. 

The gains were marvelously regular. 
Few long runs were made by Vanderbilt, 
but many small breaks were made. 

All three of the Vanderbilt backs made 
unfailing gains through center between 
guard and tackle, which was their fa- 
vorite play, or around the ends. The 
Plunge just to either side of the tackle 
nearly always netted from 4 to 8 yards. 

Loulsiana was stronger on the offen- 
sive than on the defensive. Several times 
when Louisiana had the ball she secured 
fine gains, but could not keep up the 
work. 

Individual tackling on the part of the 
Baton Rouge boys was often first-class 
and generally harder than the tackling 
of Vanderbilt. Pong this line Le Sueres, 
Mundinger, Kennedy and Landry did 
splendid work. 

The game was called at 3:05 o'clock. 
Vanderbilt won the toss and chose to de- 
fend the south goal. Captain Landry 
kicked to Vanderbilt's 2@yard line. Quar- 
terback Howell advanced the ball 10 
vards. Gains were made by Vanderbilt 
in rapid succession. The ball was final- 
ly shoved over the Louisiana line. 
The first touchdown was netted by Se- 
gert. Six minutes and twenty seconds 
after the game began, Davis kicked goal, 
and the score stood 6 to 0 in favor of 
Vanderbilt. 

In another six minutes Vanderbilt had 
made a seco touchdown. Davis missed 
the goal, leaving the score 11 to 0 when 
the first half was closed.

STARK FOR THE GOVERNORSHIP 


New Candidate in Mississippi’s Inter- 
tering Race.
